Yellow Fever Mosquito Is Driven 
From Brazil After Hard Campaign 





Brazil has practically gotten 
rid of the dread Aedes Aegypti 
mosquito which carries yellow 
fever, according to the Bulletin of 


the Pan American Sanitary Bu-, 


reau, regional office of the World 
Health Organization. 

“The long, hard campaign last 
year entered the final stages,” the 
Bulletin reported in its latest is- 
sue. “It was undoubtedly a task 
of gigantic proportions and of un- 
paralleled intensity.”

Brazil’s size, its geography and 
its climate all tended to favor 
propagation of Aedes Aegypti, the 
Bulletin said, but “in the mos- 
quito’s breeding grounds, 
cially in the north and east, the 
pest was destroyed by DDT even 
faster than had been expected.” 

The battle carried on, it 
declared, “by an organization ac- 
customed to a hard fight which 
had previously attained remark- 
able success in ridding infected 
zones in the north, south, west 
and midlands of the mosquito.’ 

In three years, the report 
stressed, ‘‘as much work was done 
as might otherwise have taken up 
to ten years.”

For example, U. S. purchases in 
Brazil in August of this year, the 
latest month for which Depart- 
ment of Commerce figures are 
available, were only $65,500,000, 
against $83,700,000 for the same 
month in 1950.

It was thus the directly opposed 
trend of U. S. and Brazilian pur- 
chases from May through August 
which sliced away more than half 
the favorable balance which Bra- 
zil had built up through May of 
this year.

Caustic soda is in great demand 
in Brazil. At present by far the 
greater part used in domestic in- 
dustry imported from the 
United States.

Total Shipments Come to 
11,259,921 for Three 
Quarters This Year 


Brazil exported about six per- 
cent more coffee in the first nine 
months of this year than in the 
like period of 1950, according to 
the National Coffee Department. 

Total coffee exports from Janu- 
ary through September amounted 
to 11,259,921 bags against 10,603,- 
741, a gain of 656,180 bags. 


Shipping Centers Shift 

A striking development in Bra- 
zil’s coffee shipping was the shift 
in export centers. Paranagua, port 
for the new coffee plantations in 
the state of Parana, increased its 
shipments by 118 percent. 

At the time, shipments 
through Santos, the world’s big- 
gest coffee port, actually decreased 
by 18 percent, although Santos, of 
course, retained its huge lead.

Rio Exports Rise 
Shipments through Rio de Ja- 
neiro increased also by nearly 30 
percent, while exports through all 


other Brazilian coffee ports de- 
clined around 15 percent.

Brazilian Sugar Mill 








Brazilian Sugar Mills Set High 
Production Record for 9 Months 





Brazil’s sugar mills apparently 
set a production record during the 
first nine months of 1951, accord- 
ing to figures published in Folha 
da Manha, Sao Paulo daily. 

The paper stated that from Jan- 
uary through September of this 
year the mills produced 9,809,486 
bags of sugar, each of about 132 
pounds. 

This was an increase of some 
12.5 percent over mill output in 
the like 1950 period, which was 
8,716,094 bags. 

Official estimates, said the paper, 
reckoned Brazilian production for 
the full 1951-52 crop, which will 
be processed by May of next year,

Southern Output Only 


Most of the sugar produced so 
far came from southern Brazilian 
mills, especially in Sao Paulo. 
This state produced 5,492,874 bags 
of sugar through September, while 
the state of Rio de Janeiro pro- 
duced 2,862,527. 

Production from mills in the 
state of Pernambuco, biggest 
sugar center in the country, will 
start entering the market this 
month. 

If sugar production comes up 
to expectations, Brazil may be able 





to spare a considerable amount 
for export. Normally, the domestic 
market uses up practically all 
sugar produced in Brazil. 


Plan to Float 
Transport Loan 








An internal cruzeiro loan may 
be floated by Brazil to pay for 
improvements in transportation 
and ports planned by the Brazil- 
U. S. Joint Economic Develop- 
ment Commission. 

The loan, added possibly to 
funds advanced by U. S. or world 
banks, would amount to some ten 
billion cruzeiros. 

It would be spread over a five- 
year program at the rate of about 
two billion a year. Bonds issued 
would bear interest of five percent. 
To pay off the bonds, there might 
be an increase in income taxes 
and non-distributed profits, it was 
stated. 





Tax Law Changes Due 

Suggestions regarding amend- 
ments to Brazil’s proposed new 
consumption tax law will be ac- 
cepted up to December 31, indi- 
cating congressional action will 
not come until well after the the 
first of the year.

While in Brazil, Mr. Black will 
confer with officials and business 
leaders, the Bank stated. 


Water Buffalo 


Grown for Meat 








Within a few years, Brazil may 
have 30 million head of water 
buffaloes in the Amazon areas 
where the Asiatic bovine is espe- 
cially adaptable. 

“These buffalo,” said Mr. Felis- 
berto Camargo of the Northern 
Farming Institute, who is over- 
seeing the experiment, “will be 
able to produce meat not only for 
the Amazon region but for Ma- 
ranhao and part of Mato Grosso. 
Water buffalo are the best kind of 
cattle for the Amazon.” 

Mr. Camargo revealed that 1,000 
head are already being tested out 
at Maicuru in Amazonas, where a 
station of his Institute is located. 
They are doing extremely well. 

Cattle for Fordlandia 

He made his disclosure during 
a recent trip to Rio de Janeiro, 
where he also reported plans to 
develop a cattle-raising center at 
Fordlandia, the former Ford rub- 
ber plantations. 

He said that purebred Nelore 
cattle will be raised on some 2,500 
acres of Fordlandia pastures. They 
will serve as a source of improved 
cattle breeding for all that section 
of the Amazon area.

Up to the time when new 
authorizations were stopped on 
February 8, 1951, Brazilian trade 
authorities had authorized barter 
deals to a value of about four 
billion cruzeiros, it was announced 
recently by the Export-Import 
Department of the Bank of Brazil. 


Authorizations included deals 


involving dollars, pounds, French 


franes, Swiss franes, Czech 
crowns, Belgian francs, Portu- 
guese escudos, and Swedish 


crowns, as well as cruzeiros. 


About 67 percent of total barter 
authorizations dollars. 
Export and import licenses issued 
for barter purposes with dollar 
areas were valued at $148,270,636 
or 2,775 million cruzeiros.

Ex-lm Notices 


Are Reported 


Import Budgets, License 
Rulings, Third Party 
Problem Discussed 





Recent notices issued by the 
Export-Import Department of the 
Bank of Brazil in the past few 
weeks include No. 253, which asks 
manufacturers who import raw 
materials to work out their six- 
month needs, item by item. 

In Notice 254, the Department 
said that request for import of 
truck chassis would have to be in 
by November 20, adding that 
these requests would be accepted 
only from exclusive factory repre- 
sentatives, distributors or truck- 
fleet owners and then only if finan- 
cing is arranged in the exporting 
country. These licenses to import 
would limited to six months.

Economic Council Notes 


Brazil Lacks Many 
Of Essentials 


A recent study by Brazil’s Na- 
tional Economie Council, reported 
in the bulletin of the Ministry of 
Labor, Industry and Commerce, 
indicated that Brazilian industry 
needs some 165 different materials 
to function properly, of which 
only 80 are readily available in 
Brazil. 

Only five of the essentials for 
industry—cement, steel parts, gas- 
oline, coke and wrapping paper— 
were produced domestically in 
amounts over 100,000 metric tons, 
the report stated. 

It listed 1,450,000 tons of 
ment, 280,000 tons of steel parts, 
150,000 tons of gasoline, 110,000 
tons of wrapping paper, and 
150,000 tons of coke apparently 
for 1950.

All of these essentials were also 
imported. Some 500,000 tons of 
cement were brought in from 
abroad, about 180,000 tons of steel 
and some 2,000 tons of wrapping 
paper. Gasoline imports were 
about ten times domestic produc- 
| tion.
